Former pilot charges: 


B52 bomber crews 
considered mutiny 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
Some B52 
bomber crews approached the point of 
mutiny In the closing days of the Vietnam 
war because inflexible planning resulted 
in unnecessary and unreasonable losses, 
a former Air Force pilot has charged 
"The North Vietnamese couldn’t have 
had a better situation if they had had a 
man in on the planning," said Dana 
Drenkowski, a 1968 Air Force Academy 
graduate. 
An Air Force spokesman said today 
records of the period were being review­ 
ed in light of the article but that the Air 
Force would have no comment until later 
this week, 
The spokesman, however, said, 15 B52s 
were counted as combat losses in raids 
known by the code name of Linebacker 
II, while a total of 17 B52s were lost in 
Southeast Asia during the entire war. 
The Linebacker 
II 
raids occurred 
between Dec. 1« and Dec. 29,1972. 
Drenkowski made his charges in an ar­ 
ticle to be published in next month’s 
Armed Forces Journal International. 
The article was taken from a multipart 
manuscript scheduled to begin publica­ 
tion in the September issue of Soldier of 
Fortune magazine. 
Drenkowski said Strategic Air Com­ 
mand planners forced cell after cell of 
B52s to fly down corridors at exactly the 
same headings, altitudes and airspeeds. 
The same flight plan was required long 
after chaff — thin aluminum strips which 
confuse enemy radar — drifted away 
from its protective position. 
“ The first few cells were not fired on 
by the enemy defenses, which were ap­ 
parently taken by surprise,’’ Drenkowski 
said. “ But as the following cells con-

Robert Vogler, president of Fire 
Fighters Local 823, was selected by the 
City Council’s fire and water committee 
Monday night as the fire department’s 
new training officer. 
Fourth Ward Republican Larry 
Stevenson, chairman of the committee, 
told The Democrat-Capital Vogler was 
selected from among five applicants. 
Richard Lilly was selected as a 
“ backup" training officer. Lilly would 
assume the duties of training officer 
should Vogler leave the post. 
“ Bob was selected for a six-month trial 
basis," said Stevenson. He said Lilly will 
not undergo the training program for 
certification as a state safety training of­ 
ficer. Vogler will be required to pass the 
University of Missouri program. 
Vogler, who will be promoted to the 


rank of captain when the appointment 
takes affect July 1, has agreed to step 
down as head of the union. 
“ As part of the conditions of the train­ 
ing officer slot. Bob Vogler has agreed to 
cease any of his office holdings within the 
union. He still can be a member of the 
union,” Stevenson said. 
“ My feeling was that this was my last 
term," Vogler said of the union presiden­ 
cy. “ I had told my executive board that 
my term was up in January and that I 
would not be a candidate again. It was a 
very hard decision for me to make. I ’ve 
been real active in organized labor ever 
since I became a fire fighter." 
Vogler said he will remain president of 
the Sedalia Federation of Labor until 
asked to resign by the council. He said he 
was not asked to resign that position at 
Monday night’s meeting with the com­ 
mittee. 
A union meeting is set for tonight to 


determine a successor to Vogler. 
Originally a fire fighter had to be a 
high school graduate or have passed an 
equivalency test to be eligible for the 
state certification program. However, 
Stevenson said that requirement is being 
waived. Vogler is not a high school 
graduate and has not passed the 
equivalency examination. 
"That was one of the original re­ 
quirements," said Stevenson, “ but we 
have got that waived because of the 
special situation here in Sedalia." 
The special situation Stevenson refer­ 
red to is the lack of a training officer for 
almost a year within the fire department. 
Stevenson, who told The Democrat- 
Capital two weeks ago that union opposi­ 
tion had hindered efforts to find a train­ 
ing officer, said he was pleased with the 
choice.

Authorities abandoned the organized 
ground search today for a 33-year-old 
escapee charged in the grisly sex 
murders of three Girl Scouts at a 
summer camp near this northeast 
Oklahoma town. 
An Oklahoma 
Highway Patrol 
spokesman said the search for Gene 
Leroy Hart, a convicted rapist, was call­ 
ed off "primarily because there hasn’t 
been any productive information to 
indicate that we know what specific 
geographical area he is in.” 
A Cherokee backwoodsman, Hart was 
fam ilar with the snake-infested 
timberlands and limestone channels in 
the area Some officials had expressed 
doubt from the start that he could be 
flushed out. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Supreme 
Court ruled today that former President 
Richard M Nixon is not entitled to con­ 
trol his White House tapes and 
documents. The decision is the first step 
toward allowing the public access to the 
materials. 
The justices, voting 7 to 2. decided that 
Congress acted within its authority when 
it passed the law in 1974 seizing nearly 
5.000 hours of tapes and 42 million pages 
of documents generated by Nixon’s 
presidency. 
The court rejected all arguments by 
Nixon’s attorneys that the law was 
unconstitutional 
Congress has before it proposed 
regulations providing for public access to 
the materials. If the regulations, drafted 
by the General Services .Administration, 
are adopted, they might still be subject to 
challenge through the courts — a process 
that could take years. 
Still pending before the high court is a 
suit to make the 30 Nixon tapes played at 
the Watergate cover-up trial available 
for copying, sale and broadcast. Public 
access to those tapes, however, is includ­ 
ed with the other materials covered in to­ 
day’s decision. 
There was no comment immediately 
from Nixon or his lawyers. 
Former Special 
Prosecutor 
Leon 
Jaworski, who argued the case for the 
government before the Supreme Court, 
said. "The United States government 
paid for the installation of the devices 
that resulted in the tape recordings, paid 
for the material that was used" and 
therefore the materials belong to the 
people. 
Nixon has had access to all the 
material for use in writing his memoirs 
and Jaworski said he felt that was ap­ 
propriate. But. he added. “ 1 think that 
the titles to them as well as the control 
and supervision of their use should be ex­ 
ercised by the government ” 
The decision is a victory for the 
government, which has fought for the 
last three years to hold on to the nearly 
5.000 hours of tape recordings and the 
millions of pages of documents. 
Specifically, the court’s majority ruled 
that the law passed by Congress to pre­ 
vent Nixon from taking the tapes and 
documents with him to San Clemente

after his resignation on Aug. 9, 1974 did 
not violate the doctrine of separation of 
powers between the branches of 
government, did not violate Nixon’s 
privilege of confidentiality or his right to 
pri\acy. 
The court also said the law was not a 
“ bill of attainder’’ — an individualized 
penalty imposed by a legislature rather 
than a court. 
Justice William J. Brennan wrote the 
court’s majority opinion, joined by 
Justices Potter Stewart, Thurgood Mar­ 


shall and John Paul Stevens. 


Justices Byron R White, Lewis F. 
Powell and Harry .A, Blackmun joined 
most parts of the decision. 


Chief Justice Warren E. Burger and 
Justice W’illiam H. Rehnquist dissented 


Among the almost 900 reels of tape 
covered by the court’s decision are the 
now-famous 30 tapes which helped force 
Nixon from office in disgrace in the wake 
of the Watergate scandals. The 30 tapes 


were used at the Watergate cover-up 
trial of Nixon’s closest aides 
Nixon estimates that of the 42 million 
pages of documents held by the govern­ 
ment — a- the White House and the Na­ 
tional Records Center in Suitland, Md. — 
he personally wrote or reviewed some 
200,000 pages.

Cusick presented information 
about Hatfield's financial status and in­ 
come from the cab companies. She told 
the council Hatfield draws a fixed weekly 
salary of $150. She said he is bound by a 
contract, drawn up when he purchased 
the companies, that prohibited him from 
earning more 
Mayor Allen Hawkins asked if the rate 
hike would include funds for the pur­ 
chase of new equipment. 


Mrs Cusick told him, “ Right at the 
current time, Ray is in such a precarious 
position that I would advise him not to 
upgrade or purchase any new equipment 
until he straightens out some of his 
bills.” 
According to information presented to 
the council, the cab companies made pro­ 
fits in 1971,1972 and 1973 of 2.5. 4,7 and 
4 2 per cent, respectively However, from 
1974 to the present the companies have 
not made more than 1 per cent profit, it 
was stated 
Romines projected that the companies 
would make profits of about 5 per cent if 
expenses and use were the same as in the 
previous year. 
Romines said he had advised Hatfield 


to ask for “ a blanket, across-the-board 
rate increase ” He said Hatfield did not 
want to raise rates for participants in the 
city-subsidized transportation program. 
However, Romines noted that a deter­ 
mination on that issue would have to be 
made by the council. 
The council’s fear that the city might 
leave itself open for discrimination 
charges if it approved special measures 
for elderly persons were quieted by City 
Counselor Robert Fritz.

Fo r the reco rd: Laetrile is the trade 
name giv en to a co mp o u nd deriv ed chief­ 
ly fro m ap rico t p its. What it is, is 
amy gdalin— a su b stance p resent in hu n­ 
dreds o f fru its, shru b s and b erries. It was 
chemically iso lated mo re than 50 y ears 
ago . A few b io chemists with imp eccab le 
credentials insist it is a v itamin; they 
hav e du b b ed 
it 
B-17 . 
Many 
mo re 
b io chemists, with eq u ally imp eccab le 
credentials, say that is no nsense. 


If Laetrile were p u t fo rward merely as 
a nu tritiv e su p p lement, in the fashio n o f 
wheat germ, iro n o r niacin, few p ro b lems 
wo u ld arise. 
Bu t a Co mmittee fo r 
Freedo m o f Cho ice in Cancer Therap y is 
p u shing it as a dru g fo r the relief o f 
cancer. Tho u sands o f cancer v ictims in 
the United States swear b y it. In co n­ 
trast, the go v ernment and the medical 
estab lishment swear at it. 


Tho se who b eliev e in the efficacy o f 
Laetrile are tru e b eliev ers. By the 
tho u sands, they hav e made p ilgrimages 
to Mex ican clinics ju st o v er the b o rder. 
They hav e deliv ered themselv es o f 
testimo nials who se sincerity canno t b e 
do u b ted. Sev eral leaders o f the cau se 
hav e risked fines and imp riso nment — 
fo u r o f them, indeed, last mo nth were 
heav ily fined and p u t o n three y ears’ p ro ­ 
b atio n b y a federal ju dge in San Diego — 
fo r “smu ggling co ntrab and” into the 
U.S. 


The fo es o f Laetrile are eq u ally co n­ 
v inced o f the rectitu de o f their cau se. To 
the medical estab lishment, Laetrile is 
q u ackery p u re and simp le. The AM A and 
the Fo o d and Dru g Administratio n p ro ­ 
p erly emp hasize that no t a shred o f scien-

Their p o sitio n is that 
gu llib le cancer v ictims will b e du p ed into 
p ay ing mo ney fo r u seless Laetrile tab lets 
when they might b e help ed b y co nv en­ 
tio nal treatm ent thro u gh su rgery , radia­ 
tio n o r chemo therap y . 


On o ne p o int, little disp u te is heard: 
Fo r all p ractical p u rp o ses, the stu ff is 
harmless. A few p assio nate critics, 
b reathing dark warnings o f “cy anide 
p o iso ning,” 
make 
mu mb ling no ises. 
They p o int to the death o f a 10-mo nth-o ld 
infant in New Yo rk who died after 
swallo wing a handfu l o f Laetrile tab lets, 
b u t a 10-mo nth-o ld infant co u ld die as 
readily fro m a handfu l o f asp irin tab lets. 
Ev en the go v ernment co mp lains o nly 
feeb ly o f to x icity . 


Thu s are the lines drawn. The go v ern­ 
ment’s b asic p o sitio n, in my o wn v iew, is 
indefensib le. The AMA’s o p p o sitio n, no 
matter ho w sincerely b ased, smacks o f 
u nco nscio nab le greed and u ngo dly ar­ 
ro gance. The “ rep u tab le” do cto rs want 
all the mo ney and they assert all the 
wisdo m. 
The

My o wn 
co nclu sio n, after reading 50 p o u nds o f 
p rinted material o n b o th sides, is that the 
stu ff has no mo re medical v alu e than so 
mu ch ro o t b eer, o r fo r that m atter, so 
many p ray ers. Tho se who tu rn to 
Laetrile b efo re try ing co nv entio nal treat­ 
ment are p u rsu ing a co u rse o f dangero u s 
fo lly . 


Bu t so what? I ho ld this tru th to b e 
self-ev ident, that in a » free co u ntry the 
go v ernment has no b u siness try ing to 
p rev ent a free p eo p le fro m harmlessly 
p u rsu ing hap p iness as they p lease.

federal go v ernment has b anned as a 
q u ack medicine. 


The so aring demand has attracted p ro ­ 
fiteers seeking to line their p o ckets b y 
p andering to angu ished cancer v ictims. 
Acco rding to a co nfidential Ho u se rep o rt, 
Laetrile no w has a higher mark-u p than 
hero in. 


Of all the Laetrile b o o tleggers, the 
mo st wo rriso me is a b and o f anarchists 
who call themselv es Po sse Co mmitatu s 
(Latin fo r “Po wer o f the Co u nty ” ). They 
do n’t reco gnize the federal go v ernment, 
refu se to p ay tax es and, in mo ments o f 
high p assio n, adv o cate the assassinatio n 
o f federal o fficials. So me o f the mo re 
demo nstrativ e hav e already assau lted 
tax co llecto rs and are o n the ru n fro m 
p o lice warrants. 


These v igilantes ru n a Laetrile facto ry 
in Manito wo c, Wis. The wo rkers wear 
p isto ls strap p ed to their b elts in o p en 
v iew, Two were arrested fo r refu sing en­ 
try to federal insp ecto rs. 


The au tho rities, nev ertheless, co n­ 
fiscated 12 to ns o f ap rico t kernels and 
100,000 u nfilled dru g cap su les. Federal 
inv estigato rs estim ate the p lant co u ld 
su p p ly eno u gh Laetrile fo r 6,(K)0 p eo p le a 
day . 


Ev en mo re distu rb ing, 
the Po sse 
memb ers are u sing their illegal Laetrile 
p ro fits to p u rchase weap o ns. They hav e 
sto ckp iled large caches, acco rding to 
go v ernment so u rces, o f gu ns and am ­ 
mu nitio n. 


A co nfidential memo , p rep ared fo r 
Rep . Henry Wax man, D -Calif., claims 
that o ther p ro fiteers are also cashing in 
o n the co ntro v ersial 
cancer dru g. 
“Sev eral o f the Laetrile p ro p o nents hav e 
b een inv o lv ed in v ario u s sto ck swindles,” 
the memo charges. “Their interest in 
Laetrile is no t hu m anitarian.” 


One o f these entrep reneu rs is Andrew 
McNau ghto n, a fo rmer arm s merchant, 
who p ro mo tes o ru gs aro u nd the wo rld. 
McNau ghto n ackno wledged to u s that he 
has b een co nv icted o f a sto ck swindle in 
Canada b u t insisted he is inno cent. The 
case is no w u nder rev iew. 


Ano ther Laetrile p ro mo ter is Ernest 
Kreb s Jr., the so n o f the man who 
disco v ered the dru g in 1950. Kreb s Jr. 


And he said to them, "Thé sab b ath w as 
made fo r man, no t man fo r the sab b ath; 
so the So n o f man is lo rd ev en o f the sab ­ 
b ath.” - M a rk 2:27 .

was co nv icted in 1961 o f illegally p ro ­ 
mo ting ano ther dru g, Vitamin B-15 , to 
imp ro v e the p erfo rmance o f race ho rses 
Kreb s to ld u s he did no t p ro mo te the 
v itamin and insisted that “ neither my 
father no r my self hav e receiv ed o ne cent 
fro m Laetrile.”

Yet desp ite the warnings o f the white- 
co ated ex p erts, tho u sands o f cancer su f­ 
ferers co ntinu e to tu rn to Laetrile as 
so me so rt o f my stical cu re The co ngres­ 
sio nal analy sts co ncede that there are 
argu ments in fav o r o f Laetrile. They 
ackno wledge that cancer v ictims hav e 
little to lo se and p erhap s sho u ld b e 
allo wed to take whatev er medicatio n 
they want. 


Ho wev er, “p atients may fo rego o r­ 
tho do x treatm ent and take Laetrile u ntil 
their cancer is to o adv anced to treat,” 
the memo warns. Rep . Wax man, who is 
fighting its legalizatio n in Califo rnia, to ld 
u s he is try ing to sav e cancer p atients 
fro m b eco ming “ v ictims o f q u ackery .” 


The first real v ictim, tragically , was 
10-mo nth-o ld Elizab eth Hankin o f Attica, 
N.Y., who died o f cy anide p o iso ning after 
taking an o v erdo se o f her father’s 
Laetrile p ills. She has b eco me the first 
casu alty in a b itter war b etween the 
medical estab lishment and Laetrile ad­ 
v o cates.

Wo rld Airway s in a hu ff has no w charged 
its chairman with try ing to fo rce his sex ­ 
u al attentio ns o n her. In o ne o f the mo st 
co lo rfu l su its filed in federal co u rt here in 
a lo ng time, Bo nnie A, Clark charged 
that W'o rld Chairman Edward Daley 
b egan with “ a little p at o n her derriere, 
witho u t p laintiff’s co nsent” and grew 
p ro gressiv ely insistent. She reb u ffed 
him, left her jo b and is no w su ing fo r $3 
millio n.

(AP) — The Missouri Public 
Service Commission has 
authorized a comprehensive 
study of its regulation of the 
transportation industry aimed 
at improving its procedures. 
The study, approved by the 
regulatory panel on Monday, 
will cover the operations of 
some 11,000 bus, truck and 
railroad companies now under 
state control. 


“ One of our main concerns 
is the types of truck operations 
that are regulated,” said PSC 
Chairman James Mulvaney.

Police said the motor­ 
cy cles and the Mey ers car 
stopped just across the street 
from the police station when 
two police cars pulled in front 
and back of them.

In discussing this with a lay 
p e r s o n t he s y m p t o m s 
reminded her of a condition 
called “carpal tunnel.” I know 
the carpus involves the wrist 
bones but 1 would appreciate 
more information about the 
sy mptoms and treatment. 


Dear Reader — That lay 
person is pretty smart. The 
carpal tunnel refers to an area 
at the front of the wrist. All of 
the tendons (eight to be ex act) 
to bend the fingers pass under 
a sheath of tough fiberous 
tissue that encircles the wrist 
like a watch band. The space 
or tunnel underneath this band 
is q uite small and bounded at 
the back by the bones. The me­ 
dian nerve, a main nerve to 
the hand, also passes through 
this tunnel. 


carpal tunnel and are really 
related to disease in the neck 
area. 
In mild cases the condition 
may be watched and if it 
doesn’t progress it may be left 
alone.,But if there are severe 
sy mptoms then surgery may 
be needed to relieve the 
pressure on the median nerve. 
You might ask for a con­ 
sultation with a neurologist. 
He can measure nerve condi­ 
tions times to see if there is 
any nerve impairment. Your 
story certainly sounds like a 
case of carpal tunnel sy n­ 
drome. 
Pressure on the a” ery and 
nerves may also be produced 
by muscles in the neck and 
sometimes by the clavicle 
(collar bone). This is par­ 
ticularly apt to occur in carry ­ 
ing a back pack. The treat­ 
ment in that case is different.
